COLUMBIA, Ivlo., Aug. 11.— Mis­ 
souri corn generally suffered great­ 
ly from the dry, hot weather and 
lack of rainfall of the ji.ast week, 
said the w’eekly crop and w’eather 
report, 
issued 
today by George 
R eeder, 
government 
meteorologist 
here. 
Indications 
are 
that 
the 
heat 
W’ave was one of the most trying 
on all growing crops so far this 
summer, the report stated. 
Only 
the extreme southeast section 
of 
the state, which the report charao- 
terized as being ‘‘something of an 
oasis 
relatively,” 
escaped 
the 
scorching heat. 
There, as an after- 
math of a recent tropical storm, 
showers were frequent and gener­ 
ous, and all crops show’ed marked 
improvement. 
The bulk of the corn crop is in 
the tassel and silk stage, the report 
stated, 
and 
the 
most 
advanced 
corn is w’ell along in the earing 
stage. 
Most corn on the higher 
lands and soils east-central coun­ 
ties, and most of it in the northern 
half of the state seriously is dam­ 
aged by drought, much beyond re­ 
covery. 
In the northern half of the state, 
corn is holding on farily well. aU 
though there is much local firing, 
and is more or less .serious in Ma­ 
con, Adair and adjoining counties. 
The 
total 
seasonal 
rainfall 
to 
date for the state is about 68 per 
cent of the 36 year normal. 
July 
precipitation 
over 
the 
northern 
counties was about one-half inch 
less than the normal and in the 
southern section it was nerrly one 
and one-half inches les’; than nor­ 
mal. 
As a rule, the report stated, 
Missouri corn prospects diminished 
about four bushels to the acre for 
every inch of rain below the July 
normal. 
The cotton crop is reported to be 
in 
fine 
condition, 
although 
some 
fields are getting weedy since the 
rains. 
The plants are fruitir’^ and 
boiling heavily. 
Most pastures
